3. The Total 
Mobilization of Labor 


Total war against Hitlerism requires that 
our people be organized and mobilized on a 
war basis more completely than ever before. 
To meet the present life and death national 
war crisis the government, despite en- 
trenched defeatist ele- 
ments, is straining itself to 
develop the utmost war 
power of our people; indus- 
try is being pushed to the 
accomplishment of a pro- 
duction program so great 
as to have been called “fan- 
tastic” ; energetic steps are 


powerful army, air force 
and navy; the financial strength of our na- 
tion is being developed on an unprecedented 
scale; entire local populations are being 
united for civilian defense; the whole lives 
of our people are being drastically changed 
and reshaped. 

Therefore, the trade union movement, 
which plays such a vital war role must also 
be thoroughly mobilized, from top to bot- 
tom, so that it, too, can throw its maximum 
possible strength into the national war 
effort. 

As things now stand, the trade unions 
are making a tremendous contribution to the 
nation’s fight against Nazi Germany and 
its allies. In industry, in the armed forces, 
in civilian defense, in the raising of war 
funds—everywhere that the war effort is 
taking shape, the workers and their trade 


unions, without fanfare or publicity, are to 


be found in the very forefront of our war- 
ring people’s activities. 

Nevertheless, considering the urgency of 
the war’s relentless demands, there is still 
room for a vast improvement in the war 
work of the trade unions. Their total war 
mobilization remains far from complete. 
They have not yet risen to a full sense of 
their leading responsibility in the war; of 
the need for them to develop their own in- 
itiative to the utmost. There are still too 
many hangovers of trade unionism-as-usual 
practices of pre-war days. 

In a previous article of this series I 
pointed out the need for a more concrete 
win-the-war program, formulated jointly by 
organized labor nationally and serving as a 
guide for the war work of its lower organs 
and membership. Besides this more definite 
trade union war program, there is also 
urgent need for a more concrete plan of 
action. The unions’ war work is going ahead 
too scatteringly. What is necessary is for 
the whole trade union movement to plan and 
to carry out its work far more systematically 
and with a better utilization of all its re- 
sources. 

To this end it would be a highly advisable 
step for the AFL, the CIO and the Railroad 
Brotherhoods to call a broad national con- 
ference, as many CIO bodies have already 
suggested, and there to work out their na- 
tional war program and plan of action. Such 
a national conference, assembling together 
hundreds of delegates from all industries 
and all localities, would give an enormous 
stimulus to the war work of organized labor 
everywhere. 

It is not enough that the heads of the 
CIO and AFL develop policies more or less 
privately in the Labor Victory Board, of 
which President Roosevelt is chairman; nor 
is it adequate that the two federations go 
ahead, each working out its war work pretty 
much on its own. What is needed urgently— 
in fact, it is long overdue—is a great national 
conference of all labor to formulate organ- 
ized labor’s war program, to set up a joint 
trade union war committee, and to take the 
necessary steps to really mobilize labor's 
vast forces for the war. 

Such a national conference should be fol- 
lowed by local conferences in all the indus- 
trial centers of the country. These would 
further concretize the national win-the-war 
program on a local scale and organize the 
local forces to realize it. Already numerous 
localities have shown initiative along these 
lines. 

Local joint committees, as proposed by 
the CIO in its recent national conference, 
should be set up everywhere as the basis of 
labor’s war work in the various communities. 
These local committees formed of AFL and 
CIO delegates on a broad and democratic 
basis, and establishing contacts with other 
pro-war groups and movements, could be- 
come powerful organizing forces in their re- 
spective spheres. They would give a real 
push to the local war work in all its phases. 
The present rudimentary war committees in 
many local unions could be strengthened and 
their work regularized; production could be 
stimulated, as could civilian defense, morale 
building, bond selling, war relief, etc. 

A better mobilization of labor’s forces 
for war can and must be brought about. To 
give the main push for this is primarily the 
job of the national leadership; but the unions 
in the localities should also use their own 
initiative. Labor, by the total mobilization 
of its forces for the war, must set the pace 
for our whole people. In doing so, labor will 
greatly strengtRen the national war effort 
and also improve its own position in the

Walt hollers indignantly, ““Whaddaye mean by attacking | 
our American mass art? You can't do this to us. Every argument” 
you've used also goes against the theatre, radio and the movies. Are 
you getting snobbish?’’ 


No, sir, I am not slipping thataway. When the theatre, radio 
and movies are bad, they are bad in the way all detective stories and 


comie strips are bad. It is nothing to defend. Walt thinks, however, | 


that by pasting the label, “mass art” on the detective story and comic 
strip, he can shield them from the censure and nose-holding that 
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m New York is due to the influence of Hearst and Patterson. 

The detective story addict remains an addict, as you can discover 
at any circulating library which handles these things. He has been 
made incapable of liking the normal and healthy in literature. He 
has lived too long on a diet of chile sauce, and cannot appreciate 
the bread and butter, the fruits, the fish, the meat, and vegetables 
of a life-sustaining and humanly varied diet.

“The point of the argument, however,” Walt goes on, “is not 
that the detective story is worthless, but rather what can be done 
with it. 

Ot recent years its quality has improved considerably. The best 
are well-written. Characters are more sharply drawn, and plots are 
by no means shop worn. This is the opinion of ‘experts’ in the trade 
anyway. 

4 , writers like Dashiell Hammett and others don't need 
to apologize for their work on any grounds. And stories like ‘Murder 


on the Waterfront’ (I believe that was the title) are a helluva lot 


more honest and convincing about labor than the bulk of the books 
claiming membership in what you call the ‘beautiful and inspired 
elements of our country’s literature. Do you mean that phrase to 
cover the books by Eugene Lyons or Kathleen Norris? When I read 
the reviews of all the ‘beautiful’ books in the Times or Tribune Sun- 
day literary section and think of all that accumulated sentimentality, 
phony reporting, fake profundity’ and concocted emotion I turn with 
reisf to my simple-minded clean murder myateries. At least they 
don't. pretend.“ — 5 

True enough. But as Joe Louis said, there's lots wrong in Amer- 
ica, but Hitler won't fix that.“ The corruption in our literature is 
not to be cured by escape into the non-intellectual world. It can 
only be remedied by literary battling for truth.

I am glad Walt Carmon brought up the name of Dashiell Ham- 
mett in this connection. Hammett, without a doubt, is one of the 
great writers of our time. The fact that he has worked in the detec- 
tive story field has hurt his prestige among the literary snobs. They 
have tended to keep him in a special category like the Boston circles 
did to Mark Twain, patronizing him for exactly the reason that he 
was so close to the people’s tastes. (Mark Twain, by the way, wrote 
a detective story with a sccial and progressive slant that is well 
worth the study of any delivered in this field. His Pudn head Wilson” 
is a thriller that is also a real comment on the horrible paradoxes 
of Negro slavery.) 

Yes, the detective story can be used legitimately for pointing 
social morals, and Doestoyevsky did it, Mark Twain, and many. others. 
Dashiell Hammet does it, too, as Louis Aragon, the French author 
testified so eloquently at the last Writers’ Congress in New York, 
perhaps to the surprise of some of Hammett’s fellow-American writ- 
ers present there.

The story of crime certainly belongs to literature because crime 
is an enormous part of modern life. But Hammett had to breax 
through the tight chains of a convention to give his crime stories 
some social or even intelligent interpretation. He had to rebel against 
the detective story form of the American literary market.
